L As retpectt the power and /urudietion of State 
njRceri. Tbe judiciary act ot Congrts* of 1789, 
section ,t:t, provides: 

"For any criruo or offence against tbe United 
States, tbe offender may, by anv justice or judge 
ot tbe I'r.i'id States or fry any juetice of the peace 
vr other magistrate of any of th: United State* 
irhere he may te fimnd, agreeably to th' ntual 
wde of proem ayaintt ojfendert in nek State, 
aud at the experuu of the United States, be ar- 
rested, and imprisoned or bulled, as the case may 
Im>. for trial before such Ourt of the United 
States as by this act bas cognizance oftheoffer.ee. 
And copies of tha process shall be returned a< 
speedily as mar be into the clerk's office of such 
court, together with the recognizances of the 
witnesses fur their sppearance to testify' in tbe 
caw; which recognizinces the magistrate before 
whom the examination shall be, mav require on 
pain of imprisonment. And upon ell arrests in 
criminal cases, Jul shall be admitted except where 
the punishment may lie death, in which caaes, 
V shall not be admitted but by the Suprtme or a 
Circuit Ourt, or bv a justice of the Supreme 
Court, or a judge" of a District Court, who 
shall exercise their discretion thorein regarding 
' he nature and circumstances of the offence, and 
of tbe evidence, and the usages of the law." 

The wariant for tbe arrest of the person charged 
should be directed to the marshal of tbe United 
States for the district of Kentucky. 
. If bail is given the condition of tha bond should 
In to appear at the next term of tbe circuit 
court of the Uuited S'ates for the district of Ken- 
tucky, to l,e held at either Frankfort, Louisville, 
Covington, or I'aducah, the court being held at 
each of those placet. 

2. t luiimiuumeri Appoinhdby the Federal Court. 
Commissioner* appointed by tbe circuit court* of 
the United States have the power, under soror.il 
acts of Congrats, to take affidavit*, bail, and de- 
posi.ion*, to bo read in civil cases depending in 
the Federal courts; and by sn act piseed in 18-1'i. 
it is provided, that commissioners "shall and 
ast* exercise all the powers that any justice of 
tbe peace or other magistrate, of any of th* Uni 
ted States, may now exercise in respect to offend- 
ders for any crime or offence against the United 
State*, bv arresting, impr soning. or bailing the 
same, under aat) by virtu* of the judiciary set of 
\~i»'.K " They are "also invested with other powers 
rc-pec'in r seaman's wages aud the enforcement 
of awards made by consular or foreign govern- 
ments which have no app ication to this State. 

Warrants is-'ued by commisticnei s should be 
in tbe name of the 1'nited Slates and directed to 
the marshal of the district of Kentucky. The 
jurisdiction of a commissioner embraces the whole 
State.

Peaceable persons who remain at their homes 
will not be in any way molested by him. Hut be 
will not hedtate, in retaliation for acts commit- 
ted by marauding pirties, to seizs and hold as 
hostages tbe peipatratois or instigators of these 
injurious act*. 

There are many persons emiogst you who have 
in their possession arms belonging to the enemy, 
whine oppressions we resist, and some of these 
arms are Mai as a moans of indicting these inju- 
ries on quiet citizens. 

The Commanding General proposes to protect 
the persons in whose hands these arms may lie 
found equillv wi'.h other citizen! in the erjoy- 
ment of their civil rights. Hut while this pro- 
tect! m has been cheerfully accorded, It is proper 
that the persons who bear those arms should 
surremlur tbem to tbe nearest force under bis 
command. Tha private arms of citizens will not 
interfered with. Kvery person b*s a constitu- 
tional right tn !.»ir them." Rut if cit i/.ens choose 
to maintain a military organization under tbe 
authority of the President, and remain in po. 
aion of arms belonging to our enemies, every con- 
servative man will tee tbe necessity of their be- 
ing mrreu.lerod. 

Mem'oeis of military organizations who are 
thus armed, are therefore expected, without delay, 
to itVe up tbe Federal arms which tkey bold, or 
declare tbeir putp>se not to take up arm* against 
the Southern itigbts people of Ken'uckv. or their 
allies.

CjT-Throughout the civil struggle in Ken- 
tucky which hat at length given way to th< 
arbitrament of arms the point urged by the se 
cjssionisU most frequently and with the great 
est parade of earnestness was the duty of 
submission to the will ot the State lawfully ex- 
pressed; and no one urged this) point oftcner 
and more emphatically than John C. Breckin- 
ridge, S. B. Buckner, and It oger W. Hanson. 
The point was their favorite political idea, and 
they never failed with the whole vigor at their 
command to press it on all tolerable occasions 
either private or public. 

John C. Breekitridge, in his speech before 
the Legislature on the second day of last April, 
said: 

Mr. Speaker, I hop* it will not be considered 
disrespectful for me to make one additional obser- 
vation. I am sur* all will agree that wbataver 
Kectucky shall do in relation to this important 
question oueht to be done by th* expression of a 
decisive msj >rity of ber people. Here she is, and 
ber purpoee should be a just expression of a clear, 
unmistakable, decisive majorit y of tbe people of 
the State. On a queetion so momentous as this, 
affecting ber future destiny, a majority of a taw 
hundred* or a th- usai.d or two of her people one 
way or tbe other might become a suSject of con- 
troversy or dispute,' It might be said we hava 
been defrauded or lurprised in tbe election — we 
have been deprived of th* expression of the delib- 
erate will of tbe State. Therefore, sir, I hold 
that bar action should be tbe action of a distinct 
majority of her people. I hold, further, that 
when that majority utters its voice, that bar citi- 
zens are bound to acquiseca. I have seen with 
pain and surprise intimations that have bean 
thrown out that a minority of the people of tbi* 
Commonwealth would add to our calamities the 
horrors of internecine war ir the m ritv should 
pursue a course opposed to their viewt. Let ua 
not think of that, Mr. Speaker. That shoull be 
tbe last calamity that would afliict a Common- 
wealth. 

S. B. Buckner, in hit letter to as in May 
last, said: 

On on* other point I wish to b* fullv under- 
stood. In no case will I consent to initiate civil 
war in Kentucky. Should all ber citizens be- 
come partisan* of C;c«ar and Pompev, I hope etill 
to prove true to the Stat*. 

1 hav* no other claim upon th* State than th* 
privilege of taking my place amongst her sons 
when her constitutional rights shall be forcibly 
invaded. She can claim from me every duty 
which a citizen owes his country, but she bas no 
right to ask me to take part in tb* strife of 
brothers into which the State is so rapidly drift- 
ing under ike guidance cf partisan leaders. 

Aad, again, in his second General ( Irder 
addressed to the State Guard a few days later, 
be saiJ: 

The Inspector General has noticed with regret 
the existence in somo pirta of the State of a 
feeling of distrust in the lovaltv and patriotism 
of the State Guard. He is satisfied tint such a 
feeling is without just foundation, and arises from 
a misconcepti ^n. on the part of those who enter- 
tain it, of tha obligation* and dulie* which de- 
volve upon th* members of th* organization.

While, therefor*, he believes that Kentucky 
baa not within har limits sons who are more loval 
than those in the State Guard, the Insnector- 
Oeneral desire* to urge upon his comrades the 
importance of pursuing a course of conduct which 
will disarm even th* enemies of th* organ'z^tion, 
and effectually silence the v»gue inaiuatiuns of 
disloyalty which ar* now to industriously circu- 
lated against yon.

Whenever rou assume the uniform of Ken- 
tucky, lay aside tbe gar i of a mere party or fac- 
tion, and apnear in every respect *s th* soldier of 
tbe Stste. In that capacity you hava agreed to 
serve her. It is for har statesmen to determine 
the policy of tbe State; it is tbe duty of her sol- 
diers to enforce that policy, not hv 'lawless vio- 
lence, but in acordanc* with the Constitution 
and the laws. 

Boger W. Hanson about the tame time or 
perhaps later concluded an exculpatory letter 
to the Observer and Importer at follows: 

I intend for one, in the rpirit of true lovaltv, 
to follow the flag of Kentucky through any for- 
tune that may befall it, until it leads to war with 
one another; than I will sheathe my sword, and 
leave the unnatural Mrife for those whose impru-

But now where are these men and what are 
they?

Since he pronounced the language we 
haro cited abore, Kentucky has by "a decisive 
majority cf her people" announced ber deter- 
mination to remain in the Union and be loyal 
to it; nay, Kentucky tince then hat thrice 
announced this determination, and each time 
by "a decisive majority of ber people,"— 
not in any case "a majority of a few 
hundreds or a thousand or two" but of 
scores and scores of thousands in erery case. 
The action of Keutueky on this subject has 
been "the action of a dittinct majority of her 
people" iterated and reiterated. The majority 
of the people of Kentucky in whose decision 
Mr. Breckinridge held that "her citizens are 
bound to acquiesce", when it "utters its voice", 
has uttered its voice in clear and unmistakable 
tones.

The Home Gcwrd.— The Louitville Home 
Guard, after having served faithfully in camp 
under General Sherman during the time for 
which they were called out, returned to our 
city on Saturday. By far the greater part of 
them, we are assured, came back with the in- 
tention of arranging their affairs as speedily 
at possible and then enlisting in tbe regular 
service. Thi* is the right thing for them to 
do. Not to do it would be to decline a mani- 
fest, important, and sacred duty. There may 
be individual case* where stern circumstances 
render it inexpedient for the young men of the 
Home Guard to go into the s?rvico, but such 
cases must be very few. Those young men 
hare assumed the obligation ot defending tbeir

men of the secession party around us, baaing 
their calculations upon the assurances they 
have in relation to the designs of the Rich- 
mond Government, are thoroughly convinced 
that Kentncky will be in full poatestion of the 
Confederates within thirty day*. We do not 
know that any portion of the army of the Po- 
tomac bat already arrived in Kentucky or is 
on its way here, bat certainly there are appa- 
rently well-grounded rumors to this effect, 
and the mano-uvre* before Washington tend to 
their corroboration. Positive statements are 
made that both Buckner and Zdlicoffer have 
been reinforced and are now receiving rein- 
forcements from Virginia, and they maybe 
true.

The great and populous States of the 
Kast and the Centre should hare furnished an 
army huge enough for the defence of the Capi- 
tal, leaving the Western States to defend the 
Western border. The railroad arrangements 
in Virginia and Tennessee and Kentucky are 
rhole Confederate army of a 
hundred and seventy-five thousand, if that is 
the number, now or lately upon tbe Potomac,

e-Thermopylte although it one aspect a 

word of inspiration to men is ir another a word 
of warning. It is the b-'acon «f tupineness as 
well as the star of heroi-ra. It each aspect, it 
tsacbes a lesson which Kentuckians, in this crisis 
of the destiny of their country and of their 
State, should earnestly heed. 

When Xerxes tet out for the invasion of 
Greece, a congress cf deputies from the 
Greek States met at the Ist'gmus of Corinth 
for the purpose of making arrangements to re- 
tist the invader. The congress wisely resolved 
that the invader should be encountered at the 
pass of Thcrmopylie, a narrow defile in North- 
ern Greece, and Leonidas, with a detachment 
of Spartans and other Pelcponnesians, was 
sent forward to occupy the pass. The body of 
tie Grecian force, however, did not follow 
Leonidas and his men. (In the contrary, 
deeming the danger of Greece not imminent, 
tbc Greeks in general remained at home 
a'teml the Olympic festival and the 
festival of the Carnean Apollo, persuaded, 
notwithstanding the foot of the invader wat 
already upon the soil of Greece, that it would 
be time enough to go to the relief and rein- 
forcement of Leonidas when two or three 
weeks distant the approaching games should 
over. They stayed at home, not, indeed, to 
protect their families, they had too much mili- 
tary sense for that, but to amuse themselves. 
Meanwhile, Xerxes, at the head of one of the 
largest armies ever assembled on this globe, 
came up to Thermopyl.c, and attacked Leoni- 
da-: who, repulsing the llower of the Persian 
army with a havoc that caused Xerxes to leap 
rage out of the throne from which he 
watched the battle, held the mighty host at bay 
for the spars of two mortal days, when, 

traitor having revealed at last tl 
cr;t mountain path that led to the rear of Ls- 
otiidas, the Persians surrounded the hero and 
his band, and cut them to pieces, leaving 
Greece to expiate at Salamis and Pla'icithe 
supincness which abandoned her immortal van 
guard to a fate that was almost as unnecessary 
ami bootless in a military view as it ts morally 
imperishable. Such is Thcrmopyhe. 

Do we want a Thcrmopyhe in Kentucky! 
God fo.-bid! and yet one seems all but impend 
ing. Tnc Legislature, deliberating not unlike 
tbc Isthmian Congress of old on the means of 
resisting the invader, has resolved that the in- 
vader shall he cxiiellcd, and Leonids?, with 
his band of heroes, has gone forward to his 
post; but, though the invading legions arc 
drawn up in battle array and in overj>owering 
strength before this devoted phalanx, a prrtion 
of our people, neglecting their vanguard as the 
G reeks neglected theirs when the myriads of 
Xerxes hung above it like a bursting thunder 
cloud, arc as inactive and supine at if the 
shadow of danger bad not crossed the 
minds or had crossed only to pera'yze and 
stupefy tbem. How long shall this tuicidal 
endure? Shall it last until apathyour brave 
defenders on the railway and in the 
mountains, like their deathless prototype* at 
Therraopyl.'v, shall be overwhelmed and cut to 
pieces, and the invader, flushed with a sanguin- 
ary victory, takes up his unobstructed march 
for the Capital? or shall it give way at onco to 
uch energy and ardor as will enable our Spar- 
tan heroes to boat bark aid beat down the in 
vader and sweep bim ifciiomiuioiisly rom our 
s ii? In a word, shall we havo a Thermopyhe 
in Kenlucky or a Marathon? 

Of one thing let us rest assured. If wc 
hazard the former, the glory will belong ex- 
clusively to lha heroes who fall, whilst the 
harLC alone will belong to Kentucky. Our 
Thcrraopyla , if we thould ignobly risk one, 
could shed no lustre on the Commonwealth, 
tho igh it would shed disgrace, and might 
draw down destruction. F uture history, more 
sternly just than tbc history of the post, will 
adjudge that the fame of men who die vainly 
yet nobly for their country, great and undying 
as such fame may be, is not greater and more 
undying than the infamy of the country which 
voluntarily permits its defenders so to die. In 
• he eye of Christian civilization, the heroism 
of a Tbermopyltv, sunbright as it is, can have 
no charm to gild the enormous dereliction that 
calls for or tuff rs the display.

An act 
w*3 also passed prohibiting th* sal* of liquor, nn- 
der h-avy penalties, to any officer or soldier with- 
in fiv* miles of any military camp. Th* bill pro- 
hibited both ths sal* and gift, but Mr. Barcam, 
in th* House, suggested that this would prevent 
th* h..-pitali' ies of private gentlemen from being 
extended to those who have so promptly and 
patrio'ically come ami ng us to dafacd our soil 
from i*beliion and invasion. As the uiimiuf 
the bill was intended to prevent the traffic and 
«al* of intoxic iting liqoors so a* todemoral zi 
the soldiers, th* prohibition against tb* sal* is 
all sufficient. It was pa<s*d at the urgent solici- 
tation of Gen. Anderson, ard will, 1 trust, pre- 
vant that drunken imbecility which must lead to 
military disaster.

The R chmond Whig says truly that the 
resolutious of the Kentucky Legislature, re- 
quiring the Confederate troops to leave this 
Beak*, and the proclamation of the Governor 
issued in pursuance of those resolutions, make 
the requirement the action of the Stste to all 
intents and purposes. Kentucky has acted in 
this matter as a State— acted in her sovereign 
capacity. She cannot, as a State, act more 
authoritatively. The Kiohmcwd Kditor evi- 
.1 inly ice Hoes to the opinion, that the South- 
ern Confederacy, based upon the principle of 
State sovereignty, should respect the action of 
Kcntii.ky, promptly withdraw the Southern 
forces stationed upon her mil, and leave her 
people to settle in their own way whatever dif- 
ficulties they have. Certa-nly the Coufederate 
Government would adaat this policy towards 
us if it bad any real regard for State rights, 
but it bus none-, its boasted respect for 
State rights is scandalous hypocrisy. It 
doesn't willingly permit State rights or any- 
thing else to stand in the way of the accom- 
plishment of its purposes, whatever they may 
be. Althowth the fundamental doctriEe upon 
which tho whole of this tcrriblo nl>ellion was 
got up was that every State has a sacred right 
to chooie its own aaaftfoa and its own associa- 
tions wi lmut molcKtation or intci f-rence from 
any other State or Slates or any power what- 
ever, yet the QmUtmm States, because Ken- 
tucky decides to r.niain ia the Union and at ks 
to be free from invasion, propose to subjugate 
her, to obtain possession of her "at the price of 
blood and eocqucst," to seiitc bcr revenue and 
compel her to pi>y tribu'.o to tlicm, to annex 
her to themselves and make her a portion of 
their dc main against kai saag will and in de- 
fiance of her lifa-and-death struggles. 

The Richmond organ thinks, that, although 
the very principle upon witch- the Southern 
Confederacy is based requires that Kentucky 
should be left free to keep the position which 
as a State she h is chosen, and although it 
might be best for the Confederate Government 
to resrxct the principle in Kentucky's case, the 
functionaries of that Government have a per- 
fect right to consider Kentucky's attempted 
mainteii tnce of the principle good cause of war 
againsts her, good cause to sulaluj her, to co- 
erce her, to annex her, to make her a con- 
quered Stale or a suljugatcd province.

A Point hot iq be Overlooked.— We 
have aaid the invaeion of Kentucky signiiiea 
that tbe rebel forces intern! to winter io <ur 
borders. Such undodbtedly is partly but not 
perhaps wholly the significance; of tbe invasion. 
There is reason to believe or at least to suspect 
very strongly that tho invasion of Kentuoky 
has a significance more immediate thap this 
and if not even more alarming, as well it is 
only because the rigilarsce and asgacitv of 
Scott and McClellan are felt to be t<|iuvl to 
any emergency. Thia additional significance 
is that the invasion of Kentucky was and is 
designed in the first instance to serve at) a 
diversion in favor of the long meditated attack 
on Washington, to be followed up by proper 
reinforcements if the attack should be victori- 
ous, and by the whole rebel army of the Poto- 
mac if the attack should fail. There is, as 
we have said, reason very strongly to suspect 
that such is tbe immediate design of the inva- 
sion; and not only this, but that the rebel 
chiefs of the Potomac, stimulated by tho im- 
agined success of the stratagem and under 
cover of characteristic feint*, are now well 
nigh on the eve of attacking the Capital, or 
of attempting some other important forward 
movement in the vicinity of the Capital, with 
their columns undiminished and tin weakened. 

We may mention several facts and conside- 
rations that render the justness of this view 
at least probable. In the first place, the rebel 
army could not retreat silently before the si- 
lent guns ol McClellan without a loss of pres- 
tige and of every other description cf 
power that would in itself at one: break the 
backbone of the rebellion; and this the rebel 
chiefs know full well. In the second plat e, 
ZoUicoffvT's decampment, which is announced 
on credible information, and BuckneT's con- 
version of bis enterprise into a huge maraud- 
ing expedition, which is announced by the re- 
port of the exploding locks and burning 
bridges whose ruins fortify the vandal free- 
booter in his ravages, show that neither has 
been reinforced from Virginia or elsewhere as 
ha* been suggested. In the third place, it is 
known that the rebel army in Virginia, not- 
withstanding the symptoms of retirement or 
of reduction that hare so piqued singulation in 
loyal quarters, is drawn up in two columns, 
under Beauregard and Qaaa, Smith reaper 'ire. 
l.v, the crack divisional officers of the rebels, 
headed by Johnson, the ablest generalissimo 
amongst them. It must be owued this atti- 
tude betokens almost anything rather than 
voluntary flight. Finally, we arc assured on 
excellent authority that the impression in Gen. 
Bsickner's military family is that the whole 
war will soon be ended by a coeyi-i/e-wwiH, — an 
impression which unquestionably points to the 
movement under notice. All this together 
certainly renders probable at any rate the 
view we have expressed. 

It" this view is correct, as we believe it is, 
then, indeed, but for the rapacity and fidelity 
of our military leaders on the Potomac, the 
Capital would be in serious danger now for t ; :e 
lint time. Hut the capacity and fidelity of 
sc leaders constitute tinder Providence the 
stronghold of their country'! hope. I »ur con- 
fidence in them is implicit. We dismiss as al- 
together vain the apprehension that either the 
strnta^rms of the foe or the importunities of 
frieuds or both combined will induce Scott and 
McClellan to so lessen our army on the Poto- 
mac as in any event to endanger the Capital. 
Amidst all the excitement naturally attending 
the spread of the war into Kentucky they will 
never fail to bear in mind the safety of Wash- 
ington. This vital point will not be over- 
looked by them; let us not overlook it our- 
selves. Whilst exerting every energy to col- 
lect as speedily as possible an army capable of 
sweeping the invader from our soil and of in- 
gulfing him beneath tho waves with which he 
is striving to orerwhelra us, let us remember 
that as yet tbe main seat of the war is on the 
banks of the Potomac, and, in remembering 
this, not forget to do justice to the Command- 
er-in-Chief if perchance he should withstand 
in a measure our somewhat pressing and pre- 
cipitate demands for reinforcement! from the 
main army. Let us put our idle shoulders to 
the wheel and leave Jupiter to help tu in his 
own good time and potent way. Nay, let us, 
by promptly expelling tho invader from our 
borders end cleaving for the armies of the K-;- 
public a free pathway to the Gulf, convert the 
enemy's diversion into a diversion of our own, 
summoning away to defend the unguarded 
heart of the South the legions that now be- 
leaguer the Capital of our country. Let us 
rather help Jupiter than be eternally invoking 
Jupiter to help us. 

We believe that Kentucky and her sister 
States of the West now have it in their power 
to deal the rebellion the first great blow and a 
decisive one. L'.t these noble States rise in 
the might of their patriotism and of their prow- 
ess and deal tbe blow,— a blow that in saving 
their country shall make them prosperous and 
immortal.

upon him the official duty of aiding in tbe ex- 
ecution of a law so infamous. 

Look at the provisions of the law in the 
light of the Attorney General's instructions. 
All citirens of tho whole United States, except 
the bonier slave States, are declared alien ene- 
mies of the Southern Confederacy, and all 
their lands, stocks, bonds, debts, and property of 
whatever description, within the limit* of the 
sSouthern Confederacy, are confiscated. This 
is a grosts violation of the whole B pirit of the 
age. It is an outrage on modern I ivilization. 
It has not its parallel in the conduct of any 
one of the nations of the earth within the la-.t 
li-andn.il years. Fierce and relentless wars 
Itavo raged within that period throughout all 
Christen. I m, but in no instance on record has 
any nation confiscated the private property 
of the citi/.ens ot the ( juntry wilh which it 
was at war. The adoption of this revolting, 
this most atrocious prim iplc ami practice is 
one of the innovations of a Government that 
prides it>elf upon being the Government of the 
most bigh-toncd and chivalrous people iu the 
world. 

■(■it it i«n't alone to the property of citiiens 
of tbe United States that this law of confisca- 
tion epplies. The law, as the reador will see, 
includes the property of the subjects ot Great 
Britain, France, and other neutral countries, 
who happen to have a domiril in the L'nited 
States or are carrying on business or traffic 
with those States. All these for- ignera, owing 
no allegiance to the United States, are to have 
their property of all kinds in the Confederate 
States conliscated for no other reason than that 
they arc trading or doing other business or do- 
ing co business but simply sojourning in the 
United States. This is a foul and atrocious 
wrong which foreign nations havo a right to 
resent in behulf of their subjects, and which 
we believe they will resent. We cannot think 
that the British Government and tbc French 
Government and tbc Spanish Government will 
consent to see their subjects, for no other crime 
than that of living in the United States, des- 
poiled of all their Southern possessions and 
claims by the Confederate Government. We 
apprehend that they will at least seize enough 
of tho property of the Confederate Govern- 
ment or of the ciliuns of that Government to 
reimburse their own people for the spoliations 
perpetrated upon them. 

F>cn tbe secessionists in all of the United 
States, except Delaware, Maryland, Ken- 
tucky, and Missouri, are subject to the o|ejra- 
tion of tho Southern law of confiscation, but, 
in the four States attnied, tho Mcessionist*, it 
will be seen, are trtmptrd. Only the Union 
men in these four States, in other words, the 
men who "aid or abet the I'nited States" at 
thi* time, are liable, by the law, to have their 
Southern peassc'Ssions and claims soiled for the 
u-e and supiejrt of the Southern Government. 
Ttti* provision of the law is scarcely less awk- 
ward than it is infamous. Iu ita operation, it 
will necessarily be most scandalous. All 
Southern attorneys and roanscllcrs, all bank 
officers and railroad o nicer*, all agents of for- 
eign corporations, insurance agents, commis- 
sion merchant*, dealers in bills of exchange, 
Its, aad various olber chute* of persons, m 



Zoi.ijfo ffck's MovmEasTS) — A lettar from 
Mcunt Vernon, Kcckcaatl* county, dated th* 2d 
inst., gives full confirmation cf the retreat of 
Xollicoffer b*)ond Lottduo, Laurel I aunty, with 
bis advance of about 7,000 men.

He penetrated our Su*e far enrugh 
to reach tbe extreme salt works at Goose Creek, 
in Clay county, which he despoiled of all it* itock 
on hand, transporting it in twenty wagons into 
Tepneseee, and in like manner be bas driven off 
every head of cat'le he c u'd lay hi. thieving 
grip upon. His despatch to Gov. Magoffin, dated 
September M b, sairl: " Tennessee feels ted bas 
ever felt towarta Kentucky as a twin sister; 
tbeir people sre a one pac ple in kindred, sympa- 
thy, valor, and patriotism; w* have felt and 
still feel a religious respect fur Kentucky's 
neutrali'y," ic. And v*t, "within a 
month, a little month,' he has falsified all these 
assertions and lurried our Stat* which be pro- 
fessed to res pec' to much. He took the salt from 
Mr. Wbite, tbe owner of the extensive Clay 
Ccunty Works and compelled him to take J *ff 
Davis M ip in paymant. H« went to tb* farm if 
Judga Murphy, near Manchester, in the tame 
county, took all the beef cattle tbat were lit to 
butcher and drove them iff, while tbe milcb cows 
were shot in a mere wanton an! fiendish spirit. 
At neighboring places th*y entered hou.es, forci- 
bly ripped up the bola with knives, and amp ied 
the contents and carried off the b'unkats, quilts, 
and coverlids. They tore down farces for tbe 
malignant purpose of opening farms, and in Ihean 
latter instance! tot one cent was cffer«d in way 
of remuneration. 

Frequent arrests bare been made by the Home 
Guard of persons making their way to the rthel 
camp. Henry Bedford anl Mr. Kvans, of South 
Carolina, who were apprehended in Estill county 
last Sunday, were on a by- path, stunning tbe 
turnpikes, and were found loaded down with pis- 
tols. Tbey were taken by the Home Guard into 
Camp Pick II >bincon, and from thence brought 
to this city on Friday night. 

Tha r dvsnce guard of Zoilir.-.ffer bad reached 
a* far a* Kig Hill in Madison county bsfore they 
commerced tb* retreat. They were there met 
by tbe advance guard of tha loyal roluuUers, 
acd drivan back with tha loss of a cap'atn, two 
private?, and several horses. 

Tbe death of Crissman is confirmed by new* 
fr"m Lexington of Saturday. He recruited a 
company in Tencas?** and invaded Wayne coun- 
ty, bis place of birth, and wa* met near th* Pu- 
laski line by a detachment of Col Hoskim's com- 
mand and completely routed. Crissman wes shot 
in the shoulder aqd rigb* breast by rifle shots, at 
a distance of over two hundred y»ril*. Seven 
rebels were killed acd an equal number of horse* 
were Uken. Crissman * law partner was aiBoag 
tb* killed. This news cam* direct from Mr. M. r- 
row, wbo represented Pulaski county in th* last 
Legislature.

At the afternoon session of tbo Senate yester- 
day, Senator Wbitaker ufferod a resolution re- 
questing John C. Breckinridge and Lazarus W. 
Powell to re-sign their seats as Senators in Con- 
gress, as they do not represent tbe will of the 
people of Kentucky, and in case they decline to 
comply, the Senate of the United States is re- 
spectfully requested to investigat e their conduct, 
and if it be found to be in opposition to the Fed- 
eral Government, that they expel them from 
their seat*. They w*n passed by a vote of 20 to 
and sent to tbe House, which adjourned w ith- 
out action upon them. This morning tb*y cam* 
up as th* unfinished business of th* Uous*, and a 
suspension of the rules to consider it was nfused 
by a vote of 40 to 30. I was about a* much sur- 
prised at thi* result, as I should hav* been h*d 
a resolution been offered to return the thanks of 
Kentucky to Breckinridge and Powell for the 
fidelity with which they have represented the 
wishes of our State, aod tha loyalty they have 
evinced towards tbe Government of the I nited 
States!

cf his conduct or defence of his 
complicity with those traitors who an 
delaging the State with the blood of our broth- 
er!.

Ohio. -The Cincinnati Gszette gives a state- 
ment of facts exceedingly creditable to Ohio. It 
states, that, up to Friday last, sixty-two regi- 
ments of infantry, three of cavalry, and one of 
artillery, making in all sixty six, had been com- 
misei ined in that State. Were these regiments 
all entinly full they would number over 00,000 
man. In point of fact, forty regiments were full 
and in the field at Camp Denniaon, and about 
tiflttn others at various stages of recruiting, hav- 
ing from two hundred to eight hundred men 
each-six or eight of these nearly ready. On 
tbe iTth of September there were roturned at Cc- 
lumbus . r >0.000 men enlisted, and th< re is no doubt 
that full 00,000 men will be in the field or ready 
on the 10th of < »otober, and we doubt not 20,000 
more may be had in a month. Recruiting never 
went on more actively in the country. The spirit 
of patriotism has not been felt in a higher degree 
in Ohio since the war began. 

The loyal States, exclusive of Western Vir- 
ginia, have a population of 22,000,000, from 
whkh are to ht raised 500,000 men. Ohio has 
a population of 2 "10,000, or M9i per cent, of the 
aggregate. Her quota cf men, therefore, is 
fi3,000. Thus sb* has nearly her full proportion 
of man enlisted; but she lias no intention of stop- 
ping there. It is not desirable to stop enlist- 
ments by State or county lines while there is 
»ny deficiwicy in th* aggregate of the army. 
Volunteer enlistments will, therefore, go on un- 
til at bast 70,000 men are raised in Ohio; and, if 
need to, sb* can make it 100,000, without 
materially irj uring tho industrial interests of the 
State. She has lin.ooo able bodied men, and can 
span one hundred thousand, and leave enough 
for th* field and workshops. The quota of the 
Northwestern States will lie 180,000; but by the 
1st of November the Norlhwett will have 
250,000 mon in the field. 



THI! SIEGE OF LEXINGTON. 
We publish elsewhere Gen. Price's official re- 
port of tbe battle at Islington. We publish it 
simply as a mater of news, having no faith in tbe 
representations mad* by the rebel General, 
P. ice. We c. py the follocing graphic and truth- 
ful description of the siege from the correspond- 
enc* of the Chicago Tribune:

PROCLAMATION BY THE GOVERNOR. 
Whkreah, The following act, to wit: 
An act to raue ro/unferr forces to rif*l the inril- 
sioa of the Slate, and f«r other purjnnn— 
Sec. L He it emcted by the Genrral .tssemA/y of 
the Commonwealth of Ktntuciy, That, as the soil 
of tbe Stale of Kontu-ky has been invi ded by 
armed forces, acting under the authority of the 
so-called Confederate S'ates; therefore, for the 
purpose of rapelling said invasion, the Governor 
i ( the State of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
issue his proclamation forthwith, calling out not 
leat than forty thousand soldiers, residents and 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
teen and forty-five years, to he mustered into the 
service of thi* Comtnjnwoalth for any term of 
service not lees than twelve months nor more 
than three years from the time they wero mus- 
tered into service, unless soaner di-Th irged. 

S-ic. 2. That the Governor be. and he is Uoreby, 
authorized, ia bbJi r to raise said force, to accept 
of the s ervicie of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from tin date of bis 
prevlaroation. teuJor their service*; and he shall 
commission for that purpise all officors duly 
elected bv thn companies aforesaid, nrcestary 
and prop/r for the commend of fuch volunteers.

eral thousand men advanced with artillery and 
tired grape shot into th* hospital, which stood 
outside cf the intrenchments on an eminence, 
wi"h a narrow ravine running between. They 
followed up the attack by a charge which took 
the building. There ware a hundred wounded 
soldiers in it at the time, who were in charge of 
the Rev. FatU*r Ba ler and Dr. Winor. Surgeon 
of tho Brigade, both of whom were taken pris- 
oners. 

CIIAKOK OF THE MOXTOOMERT GUARD. 

Cel. Mulligan immediately brought his guns 
to bear on tho building, and'otdered a chirge to 
capture tbe prisoners nnd remove the wounded. 
He called on a ccmpany of the Thirteenth Mir- 
s. n- i Regiment to follow him, but they declined 
He then sprang upon tbe outworks', sword in 
hand, and called to the Montgomery Guard 
Tbev swarmed over the embankment at the first 
word of command, and with terrific shout* dashed 
after their vnung commander. With a rush 
like tha whirlwind they stormed up tbe ascent 
which led to tbe hospital building, and burled 
their whole force, against its doors. These slight 
barriers gave way, and with resistless fury the 
heroic band threw themselves upon the enemy, 
driving tbem before tbe bayonet like chaff on the 
aulumn wind. Onward they went until tha 
building was clrared, und tbe enemy were driven 
far down the descent on the other bide, in dire 
confusion at tbe tierce rharge of the Mont gome 
ries. With wild shouts of triumph tbe brave 
band answered the cheers of their comrades with 
in the intrer<chm*nt*, and then hastily prep ireil 
to remove the sick and wounded. Tbe enemy 
rallied by tha time thev were nearly ready to 



move, ami charged no the hill by thousands, 
fieics volley caused them to recoil for a moment, 
but the masses behind posited the leaders up the 
mm, and they p. ured t trough the doors from 
which tbev had so recently been ejected io num- 
bers so great as to fiirly overwhelm the heroic 
defenders, 'the Guards retired before tbem, and 
broke for the intrenchments. A murderous vol 
lev was poured in upon tbem during the retreat, 
which killed a number and indicted tbe greatest 
ti.it was sustained during the charge. The 
led remained in tbe hands of the enemy, aa 
well as the surgeon and pries' 



and in despair the wool* body broke up in disor- 
der and ratreated. Thev rushed down the hill 
with an impetuosity which betokened dUmay aad 
fear, and were DC*, tallied until they gained the 
refuge of the wee tfeiagi in. 

In the inty • .: be ether *id* of the in- 
trem hrteiits wen c»!» ng obetinate attach* from 
a bodv of seven! the-' a ind rebels, wbo were en-

■tood. Th*y bad planted artillery, which swept 
our works with terrible force, »nd w*n with dif- 
ficulty kept from charging over th* barricades. 
The range of cur guns was such as to render tbe 
attempt a dangerous one, and thev contented 
themselves with awaiting a more five rable ep- 

r'unitv. Col. Mulligan commanded here in 
arson, but was, aa usual, in all part* of the in 
renchments, encouraging and directing tbe men. 
ha position of their force* cut off tbe retreat to 
the river, and the garrison was surrounded on all 
sides. 

CHABOE OF CAVALRY. 
The east side, when the first grand charge 
was made, seemed to be the main point of at- 
tack. Another charg* was made at this point 
soon afterward, which was not in so great fi rce 
as tha first, atd was more easily repulsed. A 
eadly volley was pon reel into tbem, and tbev 
broke in disorder and retreated, carrying off a 
gun wbicn bad been planted ou'side of the in- 
trenchments. Colonel Marshall's cavalry waa 
called out, and rallied at the word of command, 
dashing off in pursuit at a tremendous pace. 
Thev thundered down upon the retreating rebela, 
and scittered them in every direction without a 
•bow of resistance. The gun was retaken, and 
brought back amid cheers and cries of exultation. 
the arrcATtoM. 
Tbe defence up to this point had been main- 
tained with the greatest obstinacy, and the re- 
bels bad not trained any decided advantage, but 
they were gradually closing in and surrounding 
the' beleaguered garrison at close quarters. Th* 
formidibl* breastwork of hemp bales was in mo- 
tion, with it* corcaaled thousands lurking in safe- 
ty, and waiting for tbe moment to chary,*. Tha 
ocd* swarmed with men, and every hill teemed 
ith rifleman, while the tree-top* war* aliva 
with sharp-shooters, wbo picked off our men con- 
tinually. Tbe rebel artillery occupied position* 
in several plac.s which commanded the interior 
of our work* and tore the fortification* to pieces 
with their tnmenaout fire. In addition to this 
tbe ammunition in tbe fort waa near! v exhausted 
but a few rounds remaining — »nd the men were 
suffering intensely from thirst, and were wearied 
with their long defence. In spite of all this no 
thought of sut render was entertained among our 
brave soldiers, but with undaunted hearts they 
prepared for a sortie, probably with the intention 
of cutting their way through the enemy. Col. 
White led with th* Shields Guards. 
200 gallant Irishmen. Our roldiei 
eagerlv as tli 'y sprang over the 
and rushed upon th* nearest body of rebels, 
who sUod waiting for tbem in conscious strength. 
With brave hurrahs thev dashed down the slope 
toward the serried ranks of tbe enemy. When 
within a hundred yards of the front rank, tbe 
rebels opened with a terriUe vollev of musketry,

Tbev charged up 
the bill in good style, and taOBtM full of eager- 
nets and determination. The Homi Guards, in 
dismav at their prospects, delivered a weak vol- 
lev, ard broke for tbe main intrenchments on a 
full run. The enemy took possession and planted 
a secession dag, and then bi ought up two cannon, 
which they brought into line to fire on tbe in- 
trenchments. Col. Mulligan again Ule.l out his 
men for a charge. About two Luudred rallied 
at bis cry and dashed over the embankment. Ho 
led with a shout, hit sword waving high in the 
air, and his tall form springing ova- tbe around 
like an antelcpa. The men pressed on with mad 
shouts, and lairly precipitated thi inselves head- 
long into tbe trench. Falling up >n the enemy 
with n force which prostrated tbem to the earth, 
thev hurled them over the embankment, and 
fairly cleared the ditch, as well as tbe outside 
sk ps f. r a long way downward. The two guns 
were c ; ptnred and the colors fell a prey to ths 
victorious Irishman. The enetnv. seeing thedan- 
ger of losing their artillery, rallied anl charged 
up to the breastworks again. Mulligan retired 
with his party, csrrying two stand of colors with 
him, but unable to bring off the gun*. The ene- 
my removed them to a more cautious distance, 
and i either party occupied the Home Guard 
works after that. 

Till IVAJT OF WATER. 
The morning of th* ID'h opened with cannona- 
ding and musketry. Mulligan wasted ro powder, 
but p.ve orders to use it only when then was a 
chance of doing execution. The men were suf- 
fering greatly from thirst, but thev gave up 
what water they had to th* wouxded A num- 
ber cf man were killed by the enemy's tharp- 
s hooters in a heroic attempt to get water from 
tbe outside springs for the wounded.

Col. Mulligan now exerted himself to the ut- 
most to infuse the soldiers with the heroic for- 
lioirar.ee which animated hit own breast. He 
drank no moro wafer than the rest, but endnre I 
the 1 ang* of thirst with them. He was dressed 
in ar old green jicke', and, without en insignia 
of office about him except bis trusty sword, be 
stalked here and there, regardlesj of dinger, ex- 
posed to the hottest fire, sud ceaselessly implor- 
ing Ihe men to keep their courage up. He had 
no bop* of victory, but his brave spirit revolted 
at th* idea of surrender. He disdained to walk 
in Mat trenches, where safety was sure, but trod 
tbo bigh ground in the rear, where the bullets 
(Uw like hailstone*, heedless of tbe entnaties of 
th* soldiers, who followed his manly form with 
their wondering eyes, and sent uo shouts of ac- 
clamation at his noble daring. Thr.ugh all this 
he wss cool and determined. Not a breath of 
excitement pass< d his lips, and his words were 
those which sppealwti to the understanding of 
everv mm under his command. He was con- 
stantly under motion, nassing along tbe intrench- 
ments from end to er.d. with commands and in- 
junctions to all whom he met. and displaying a 
calm, in-posing confidence in his bearint; which 
was worth tbe*'ren;rtb of a boosind men in that 
trying hrur. N i wonder that his soldiers wor- 
shipped him, and were nerved to m Ida deads of 
dating and endurance. 

The enemy fired hot shot at the college build 
ing. and set it on fire a number of time*. The 
provUioos were stored within it. and the whole 
fores were compelled to use their exertiors in re 
moving tbem and extinguishing the fl unes. t 
flag of truce came in at 8 o'clock with proposition 
to allow time to remove the dead snd bury them.

The bales 
wero placsd with tho ends far ng our fort ii ; . it i ns, 
affording a thickness of about six foot. This im - 
rnen.se breastwork coalmen .od moving fcrward — 
not by detachments or singly, but in one vast 
b.Jv, unbrcken and steady, a* though it slid 
along tbe ground of its own volition. It ad- 
vened steadily over the rmooth surface, parting 
to . tn- s, and cl ising up again as unpenetra- 
ble as a nx k. Behind it were hurdrads of men 
poshing und urging with levers, while others held 
the b.bs steadily to their places, and others still, 
whose numbers were aim- st indefinite, tiring be- 
tween the crevices and over tbe top at car soldiers. 
Oar men looked at the moving monster in aston- 
ishment. It lay like a large serpent, winding 
over the hills and hollows, spoarently motion- 
less, yet n oving broadside on to envelope 
and destroy tbem in its vast folds. In vain the 
cannon were turned upon it. The heavy bale* 
absorbed the shot harmlessly, or quie'lv resumed 
the poeitions from which they were d splaresl. 
seemingly moving without hands, but in reality 
eoatn.lled by strong arms which were U'lseen. 
In vain the mu*ket bullets rained upon it in un 
remitting showers. The thousand that it con- 
craled were safe from such cu- v assaults, ard. 
ti --.lv gliding along, tbey waited with eagerness 
tbe time when their position sb old warrant them 
in bursting through its walls and storming up to 
th) intrenchments. Our brave sildiers d-uld on- 
ly watch it with keen anxiety, and wait for tbe 
fearful r ault. 

ihod.y was consumed in desultory warfare, 
whicli resulted in no particular advantage on 
eil In r si le. There were many instances of daring 
which c.;!led forth the admiration of all wbo wit- 
nessed them, but the brilliant charges of tbe pre- 
vious day were not repeated. 1 he crowning ex- 
ploits of'the fight were reserved for the sniceod- 
mg dav — also tbe crowning infamy which covered 
some whose record can never l*s erased. 

Toe cannonading, which had been kept up by 
th* enemy neerly all night, was answered as soon 
as daylight revealed localities sufficiently to afford 
an aim. Tbe firing was terrific on both tides, 
and nothing could be beard but the roar of guns 
and the rattle of musketry. 

THE i. HANK ( HARf.E OF THE KNEMT. 
A cloud of smoke • nvcloped the bat'In-field, 
which a most hid th* cnm'oatanti, and our brav* 
little garrison watched its dens* folds with in- 
tense ansietv. waiting for the grand charge of 
thousands which they expected, ard stood ready 
to receive. At about nine o'clock it came. A 
column of about eight thousand men emerged 
from tbe fi rest, and charged on a run at the 
east lurricide. next to the river. Their approach 
was the signal for breathless snxi-tv within the 
hresstwerka. The gallant hand epoki cot a word, 
but knelt, everv man of them, with gun lav. l id 
and finger on tne trigger. Tho tick of a watch 
mV it rave lieen heni l the length of that M x- 
ible line. *nd ei ence reigned unbroken, except 
by the whianers which directed each man to aim 
steadily, and held his tiro un'il the order was giv- 
en, 'ib i swif.lv-advancixig column, emboldeaed 
by the silence of tbe Pie, gave forth loud hur- 
rahs ai.d daabed up almoet to the muzzles of the 
guns. Scarcely fifty paces intervened, ar.d 
tbey cecincd on the point of storming over 
the works, when a voice of command rang 
out, and a line of light opined across the 
bross'mrk and ran along tbe entire line like 
a tlisb of lightning. It was like an avalanche 
of fire sweepiog through tbe tall prairie grass. 
The men went down, column after column. Tlwy 
draggled to rise again, and foil under the tramp- 
ling feet of their comrades, who, still impetuous, 
rushed on* ard to tbe fray. The smokt had hard- 
ly arisen before every gun was loaded, and again 
the murderous storm of bullets went on iu dead- 
ly errand, sheathed in llime and smoke. It 
crushed through the ssrrled racks and mowed 
the leaders down by columns. Still they rallied, 
and, lead on by daring officers, again trod over 
th* imt bodies of their comrades with desperate 
I the smoke arose, and a third 



sturdy cavslrv man, wbo was at that moment 
sighting * 0 pounder, turned hi* gun upon it and 
blew it into atoms, after which he trailed his 
piece ur* n tbe position, and threatened to sweep 
th* man into eternit v wbo dared to raise it again. 
The Home Guards deoerted their tranches 
at tbe order of Colonel Becker, and rushed 
iuto their innar fortification, where they 
.igain raised the white dag, and kept it 
dving. Immediately upon this tbe enemy 
ceased firing, and the garrison was throw i into 
th* greatest confusion. Word was passed around 
that a surrender had been mads, and ths men 1 ft 
tbeir trench** in disorder to ascertain the truth. 
Consternation reigned in all directions. Colonel 
Mulligan being on the opposite side, and nobody 
present to assume control. Word was sent to him, 
and be ordered tbe Hag down, but tbe Captains, 
wbo by this time realized tbeir true position, and 
saw nothing but death or surrender before them, 
implored him to save the men. In the mean time, 
tbe hemp breastworks had been moved up under 
tho cover of the general con fas on, unt.I but a few 
yards separated tb-m from th* intrenchments. 
The forces outside advanced, and everything icdi- 
cated that the moment bad arrived when th* 
grand assault was to be made. Certain destruc- 
tion m*nac<d th* brave garrison, and bnt a few 
brief moments were required to consnmnate it. 
In this emergency tbe brave commander ordered 
his men to lay down their arms, md a messenger 
was despatched outside with a dig of truce. Gen. 
Price. Gen. Rains, and the rebel Governor, Jaek- 
sor. cim* insido of tbe intrenchments, and de- 
manded an unconditional surrender. 

THE 8URKK!f PER. 
After the surrender. General Price approached 
CoL Mulligan and spoke at follows: • Colonel, you 
have surrendered, and " He wai interrupt- 
ed by Colonel Mulligan, who said: "No, sir, it is 
no aiirrerder on mv part; I will tak* fifty of my 
men and fight a hundred of yours on an open 
field to decide this matter. I only caase fighting 
because I have tired my last cartridge. ' Colonel 
Mulligan, in his chagrin at being compelled to 
surrender and having to give up his sword, tried 
to break it, but, being seen by General Price, 
was told that be could retain it, a* wall as hi* 
other lid* arras. All th* other officers were al- 
lowed th* same privilege.
